Intolerance reigns 

Intolerance experienced on 
both local and national levels

It seems examples of intolerance have 
spiked across America, causing hate 
crimes related to race, religion, culture 
and countless other types of intolerance 
to become a day-to-day occurrence. 

Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, fell victim 
to a hate crime on Oct. 27. The suspect, 
Robert Bowers, killed 11 worshippers at 
the Tree of Life Synagogue. CNN.com 
stated that according to a SWAT officer, 
the gunman said he wanted all Jews to 
die. After the crime, it was discovered 
that Bowers would target Jews online 
through a social media platform named 
Gab. 

Another hate crime occurred just 
a few days before the synagogue 
shooting, this one in Jeffersontown, 
Kentucky. The suspect, Gregory Bush, 
tried to enter First Baptist Church 
of Jeffersontown. He was unable to 
enter the predominantly black church 
because the doors were locked, so he 
went to the local Kroger and found 
victims there. Maurice Stallard and 
Vickie Jones were both killed at Kroger. 
The white male suspect also had a 
history of being mentally disturbed. 

Teachers from Middleton Elementary 
school in Idaho were placed on paid 


administrative leave on Nov. 3. The 
staff members were wearing Mexican 
stereotype Halloween costumes. In 
pictures, the staff was standing behind 
a wall that had “Make America Great 
Again” on it. According to nytimes.com, 
Idaho is a predominantly white state,

and Hispanics are the largest minority 
group within that state. 

The Washington Post recently 
reported that the FBI has released data 
showing hate crimes in America have 
increased 17 percent from last year, and 
it’s the third consecutive year that it has 
risen. Whether a national violent crime 
or a Mississippi voter pictured wearing 
a t-shirt with a confederate flag and a 
noose, what should we do about the 
intolerance that continues to grow 
in America? Wyatt Moulds, a teacher 
at Jones, gave his opinion of what he 
thinks should be done. 

“The political atmosphere that 
has been established since 2016 has 
appealed to every fear and emotion 
of the American people. In turn, it 
causes people to blame others for 
their inadequacies. There needs to be a 
bipartisan spirit brought about that all 
people can embrace,” said Moulds. 

Results from an anonymous survey 
of some English classes on campus 
showed that the majority of students 
have been victim to racial intolerance 
more often than any other type. That 
reflects the national results from the 
FBI, which revealed more than half of all 
hate crimes are about race or ethnicity.

There will also be a 
three-day trip beginning 
Dec. 13 to the Creation 
Museum and Noah’s Ark 
located in Kentucky for 
$125. The trip is open to 
anyone who would like to 
attend. 

“The BSU is very 
mission-minded. We 
send out missionaries 
every summer and go 
to conferences to learn 
about the opportunities 
we offer. You get your 


application filled out 
and get together your 
references and you put 
your three main places 
that you are interested 
in going to, and the 
BSU leadership team 
interviews the applicants 
and offers encouragement 
to work on things that 
are not the applicants’ 
strengths,” said Witt. 

Charity and missionary 
training are not the only 
things that the BSU offer, 
however. There will be 
a Christmas dance this 
month as well. There will 
be more information on 
the criteria and date of the 
annual dance in the near 
future.

It’s 
just a fun place to hang 
out and meet new people,” 
said Witt.

Driving while under the 
influence of alcohol is one 
of the largest causes of all 
road accidents across the 
U.S. During the holiday 
months, the number 
of wrecks caused by 
drunk drivers skyrockets 
according to the Insurance 


Institute for Highway 
Safety.

Even if the driver of the car 
doesn’t drive recklessly, be 
prepared for other drivers 
that will be. According 
to safety driving expert 
Doug Horn, the roads will 
be filled with people on 
their phones, drinking and 


driving, and pressured 
drivers. Emergencies will 
occur more frequently, 
and emergency vehicles 
will pass by at full speeds. 
If sirens are heard close 
or in the distance, make 
sure to pull over until the 
emergency vehicle passes 

by-

While these permits are 
completely legal, they are 
not making the public 
safer by allowing people 
to have these firearms. 
They could be making the 
public more dangerous. 

The National Bureau 
of Economic Research 
published a paper in 2012 
stating that, “States that 


passed ‘shall-issue’ laws 
between 1988 and 2010 
had a 2 percent or more 
increase in the murder 
rate and at least 9 percent 
increases in rates of 
rape, aggravated assault, 
robbery, auto theft, 
burglary and larceny.” 
Instead of these statistics 
showing a positive effect 
of concealed carry laws, 
they show the opposite. 

Carrying concealed 
weapons can allow people 
in verbal altercations to 
escalate those to lethal 
ones. The Law Center 
to Prevent Gun Violence 
said, “members of the 
public who carry guns 
risk escalating everyday 
disagreements into public

Concealed carrying 
is the act of carrying 
a weapon, usually a 
handgun, in a concealed 
manner. According to US 
Legal, doing so is illegal to 
all except law enforcement 
officers and those who 
have a permit. 

As of 2016, 42 states 
require a permit to carry 
a concealed weapon 
according to American 
Concealed. The remaining 
states that do not 
require a CCW permit 
are Alaska, Arizona, 
Idaho, Kansas, Maine, 
Vermont, West Virginia 


and Wyoming. American 
Concealed further says 
that the states that issue 
CCW permits may follow 
“may issue” or “shall issue” 
laws. 

“May Issue” states 

have the right to deny a 
person the permittance 
to carry a firearm due 
to questionability of 
character, and “Shall 

Issue” states require most 
permit applications to 
be accepted. American 
Concealed further said that 
Mississippi, a “Shall Issue” 
state, allows concealed 
carrying of a loaded 

handgun without a permit 

if the firearm is located in a 
completely enclosed space 
such as a satchel or purse.

The trend of adding 
a battle royale mode to 
video games seems to still 
be going strong, as the 
newest entry in the “Call 
of Duty” series, “Black 
Ops 4” does just that, as 
well as a number of new 
additions that help to 
separate it from earlier 
entries in the series. From 
the lack of a single-player 
campaign to a new royale

Expand the college 
football playoffs

Since 2014, the NCAA 
College Football champion 
has been crowned through 
a tournament of the four 
top-ranked teams in the 
nation. This has resulted in 
some of the most thrilling 
games in NCAA history, 
such as last year’s semifinal 
game between the #2 
Oklahoma Sooners and 
the #3 Georgia Bulldogs 
which would end after 
entering double overtime. 
However, the system has 
clearly been proven to be 
flawed, as there has been 
much controversy over the 
years over which teams 
should own a spot in the 
playoffs. 

Washington State head 
coach Mike Leach put 
things into perspective, 
when he said, “Everybody 
from rec league softball on 
down can figure out how to 
put together a tournament 
and yet Division I can’t.” 

With that being said, 
what exactly is the best 
fix for the playoffs? Well, 
to start off, there are five 
conferences in Division 
I which are considered 
the Power Five, with 
each conference having 
a champion at the end 
of each season. This can 
seem rather pointless 
at times, as last year’s 
champion, the #4 Alabama 
Crimson Tide, did not 
even compete in their 
conference championship. 
In order to give conference 
championships a purpose, 
the playoffs should be 


expanded to at least eight 
teams.

As for the other three 
spots, they should be 
given to any other possible 
team to which the College 
Football Playoff selection 
committee seems fit. This 
could include teams such 
as last year’s champion 
Alabama team or even the 
undefeated #12 University 
of Central Florida Golden 
Knights, who were left out 
of consideration due to not 
being a part of one of the 
Power Five conferences. To 
further complicate things, 
Central Florida would end 
their season by defeating 
the #7 Auburn Tigers, 
who in turn defeated 
Alabama.

of the game. There is 
a conventional side 
to the multiplayer, 
including the specialists 
introduced in “Black 
Ops 3.” These playable 
characters with unique 
weapons and abilities are 
progressively unlocked 
as the player progresses 
through the multiplayer 
mode, and the cast of 


these specialized soldiers 
has seen a number of 
additions in “Black Ops 
4.” 

The main point of Black 
Ops 4 is arguably the new 
“Blackout” mode. This 
game mode pits players 
against 99 other players, 
meaning 100 players are 
included in every match. 
Without the ability to 
respawn and having to 
scavenge for a number 
of newly-implemented 
supplies and weapons 


through the largest map 
created in the history 
of “Call of Duty,” players’ 
skills will be put to 
the test in order to be 
among the last team 
left standing.

limit changes in different 
towns and cities. Knowing 
the speed limit and not 
going over it will lower the 
risk of getting into a wreck 
or getting a ticket.

retaught what they learned 
before leaving school for a 
week or two. Over summer 
break, students aren’t 
using what they learned 
the prior school year, so 
much of what was taught 
is forgotten until the next 
school year. 

So what’s the solution 
to making information 
stick? Public School Review 
shows some schools attend 
school all year round with 
only short breaks dispersed 
throughout the year, such 
as the 45-15 schedule 
where students attend 
school for 45 days then are 
out for three weeks. But 
how does attending school 
all 12 months affect mental 
health? Maybe the small 
breaks are helpful, but it 
still seems that students 


who attend these schools 
would experience more 
stress with the extra two 
and a half months. 

While many would believe 
year-round attendance 
would be beneficial to 
students’ education, some 
studies show that students 
who attend year-round 
schooling exhibit lower 
than average academic 
performance than those 
with traditional attendance. 
Other studies support the 
year-round notion because 
it eliminates the need for 
evaluating what students 
remember over the long 
summer break. In addition, 
mental health is negatively 
affected with year-round 
schooling. When mental 
health is compromised, 
students have a much 
harder time learning. 
Overall, breaks seem to 
be more beneficial than 
harmful.

According to NRA 
Explore, the Mississippi 
State Constitutional 
Provision, Article 3 Section 
12 says “The right of every 
citizen to keep and bear 
arms in defense of his 
home, person, or property, 
or in aid of the civil power 
when thereto legally 


summoned, shall not be 
called in question, but the 
legislature may regulate or 
forbid carrying concealed 
weapons.” 

Everyone wants to feel 
protected in their homes 
and in public. There is no 
reason to deny a person 
the sense of safety that 
they yearn for. If keeping 
a firearm on one’s person 
is the security that 
someone needs, then 


they are entitled to that 
permittance. However, 
there is no excuse for 
those who have no 
business possessing a 
firearm. States with 
minimal requirements 
and nearly guaranteed 
permittance need to 
reevaluate the laws set in 
place. 

Law-abiding citizens 
who yearn for the ability to 
carry a handgun on their 


person will comply with 
every necessary provision 
put into place, so there 
is no reason to keep the 
provisions minimal. Once 
the rules are weak, the 
citizens who are not very 
law-abiding just earn an 
easy way of obtaining a 
weapon. If someone has 
gone through the process 
of obtaining a permit to 
carry, there is no reason 
that they should not do so.

These 
permits should not be 
allowed for the safety of 
the public. It is the job of 
the military and police to 
carry weapons to protect 
citizens, not the job of the 
citizens themselves. 

Research published a 
paper in 2012 stating that, 
“States that passed ‘shall- 
issue’ laws between 1988 
and 2010 had a 2 percent 
or more increase in the 
murder rate and at least 9 
percent increases in rates 
of rape, aggravated assault, 
robbery, auto theft, 


burglary and larceny.” 
Instead of these statistics 
showing a positive effect 
of concealed carry laws, 
they show the opposite. 

Carrying concealed 
weapons can allow people 
in verbal altercations to 
escalate those to lethal 
ones. The Law Center to 
Prevent Gun Violence said, 
“members of the public who 
carry guns risk escalating 
everyday disagreements 
into public shootouts, 
especially in places where 
disputes frequently occur- 
in bars, at sporting events 
or in traffic.” An incident 
occurred in 2014 where 
a man with a concealed 
carry permit shot another

In recent years, 
it has become the 
norm to read about 
domestic terror attacks, 
intolerance- fueled 
violence and crimes 
of discrimination. It 
is overwhelming to 
experience these 

cruelties as often as 
everyone does, but it 
could be that the violence 
has always been there 
and today’s modernity 
simply offers the ability 
to capture and spread 
word of it. 

Today, a great deal of 
problem and reform is 
dealt with online and 
garners more attention 
because of it. Movements 
like the #MeToo 
Movement have taken to 


social media platforms 
to protest acts of sexual 
harassment, specifically 
in Hollywood. Stacy Ruth, 
psychology instructor 
at Jones College, said 
she believes there has 
been a spike in violence 
in recent years not only 
because people are using 
more deadly force, but 
also because news and 
social media make events 
known.

People are 
also more willing to 
challenge boundaries 
with extensive force,” 
said Ruth. 

There have also been 


instances on college 
campuses in which acts 
of physical violence 
have created an uneasy 
atmosphere for the 
students there. In 
early November, there 
were reports of white 
supremacy-tied flyers 
and graffitied racial 
slurs littered across 
North Carolina State 
University and campuses 
in Canada, according 
to The Chronicle and 
WRAL.com. As for Ruth, 
she said that she has not 
personally witnessed any 
of these acts on nearby 
campuses, but has seen 
videos of fighting taking 
place. 

Acknowledging that 
there is a problem does 
not combat the problem 
if there is no thought of 
what comes after, she 


explained. 

“The school can 
promote and enforce 
and demand acceptance 
but it cannot change 
the hearts of its people 
until the people find a 
willingness to change or 
adapt. People must have 
a reason to change,” said 
Ruth. 

While there is no 
absolute path to the 
repeal of intolerance, it 
is definite that change 
begins with every 
person. While many may 
choose to ignore it and 
hope that it goes away, 
others decide to confront 
all forms of the issue. In 
any instance, the latest 
news of violence and 
attempts to end it will 
sweep quickly through 
the nation until there is a 
change everywhere.

TV show host fired due to 
racially insensitive remarks

Even in 2018, students 
are still dealing with 
intolerant attitudes. We 
talked to one student 
about her experiences. 
What does intolerance 
mean to you? 

“To me intolerance 
is not just being 
confrontational with 
someone, but it is 
expecting everyone 
around you to be a part 
of the status quo to the 
point that you don’t 
expect anyone to be or 
believe different from 
you. 

Interolance can make 
someone feel alone and 
not accepted even if 
intolerant comments 
have not been aimed 
directly at them. 

For example when 
a woman or person of 
color is expected to 
laugh at racist or sexist 
jokes, those stereotypes 
can harm them even 
if those stereotypes 
are not being aimed at 
them.” 

Have you personally 
experienced 
intolerances? 

“As a woman in a 
predominantly male 
dominated program, I 
am constantly hearing 
comments or jokes about 
women’s capabilities, but 
are reassured that they 
are not including me, 
but this can be insulting 
because it separates 


my capabilities and 
successes from my 
gender. 

I am successful despite 
being a woman. Not a 
successful woman.” 

Why do you think 
some men believe they 
are superior to women? 

“I think some men 
just accept certain ideas 
about women and they 
don’t take my success as 
evidence to the contrary 
but an exception to 
the norm they already 
believe in.” 

Do you think there 
are any solutions? 

“It’s simple, but 
difficult because groups 
with those intolerant 
views need to learn 
to see those who are 
different from them as 
fully capable as they are.” 

Do you have any 
closing statements? 

“When faced with 
intolerance I usually 
realize that it’s just the 
way someone grew up 
and they don’t know any 
better, but for the sake 
of my fellow women and 
people of color I’d really 
like those with anti¬ 
women or racist views 
to question if they’re 
even true. 

If they open their eyes 
to the diverse world 
around them they should 
see that every person is 
capable and deserving of 
respect.”
